Struck at Monopoly but 


Did Not Seek to Forbid 


Contracts Not Unduly Restrictive—Lower Court 


to Enforce Its Decree 


' Special to The New York Tj 

WASHINGTON, May 15. ait of 
the decision of the Supreme Court to-day, 
in which. the Standard Oll combination 
was declared to be a violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law, is as follows: 

The Standard Oil_Company of New Jer- 
sey and thirty-three other. corporations, 
John D, Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, 
and ‘five other individual defendants, 
prosecute this appeal to reverse a decree 
‘of the court below. Such decree Whs en- 
tered upon a’ bill. filed by the United 
States under authority: of Section 4 of the 
act of July 2, 1890, known as the Anti- 
Trust act, and had for its object the en- 
forcement of. the provisions of that act. 

The record is inordinately voluminous, 
consisting of twenty-three volumes of 
printed matter, aggregating about 12,000 
pages, containing a vast ameunt of con- 
fusing and conflicting testimony, relating 
to innumerable, plex, and varied busi- 
ness transactions, extending over a period 
of nearly forty years. In anh effort to pave 
the way to reach the subjects which we 


are called upon to consider we propose 
at the outset, following the order of the 
bill, to give the merest possible outline of 
its contents, to summarize the answer, to 
indicate the course of,the trial, and point 
out briefly the decision below rendered. 

The bill and exhibits, covering 170 
pages of the printed record, was filed on 
Nov. 15, 1906.. Corporati known as 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, 
Standard Gil Company of. California, 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, Stand- 
ard Oil Company. of Iowa, Standard Oil 
Company of Kansas, Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky, Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Nebraska, Standard Oil Company 
of New York, Standard Oil Company of 
Ohio, and sixty-two other corporations 
and partnerships, as also seven individ- 
uals, were named as defendants. The 
bill was divided into thirty numbered sec- 
tions, and sought relief upon the theory 
that the various defendants were engaged 
in conspiring “to restrain the trade and 
commerce in petroleum—commonly called 
‘crude oil’—in refined oil, and in the 
other products of petroleum, among the 
several States and Territories. of the 
United States and the District of Colum- 
bia and with foreign nations, and to mo- 
nopelize the said commerce.” 


Charge of Original Conspiracy. 

The conspirdcy was alleged to have been 
formed in or about the year 1870 by three 
of the individual defendants, viz., John D. 
Rockefeller, William Rockefeller, and 
Henry M. Flagler. The detailed aver- 
ments concerning the alleged conspiracy 
were arranged with reference to three 
periods, the first from 1870 to 1882, the 
second from to 1890, and the third 
from 1899 to the time. of the filing of the 
bfil. 

The general chat8e concerning the pe- 
riod from 1870 to 1882 was as follows: 

That during said first period the said in- 
dividual defendants, in connection with the 

Standard Oil Company of Ohio, purchased 

and obtained interests through stock owner- 

ship and otherwise in and entered into 
agreements with various persons, firms, 
corporations, and limited partnerships en- 
gaged in purchasing, shipping, refining, and 
selling petroleum and its products among 
the various States for the purpose of fixing 
the price of crude and refined ofl and the 
products thereof, limiting the production 
thereof, and controlling the transportation 
therein, and thereby restraining trade and 

‘commerce among the several States and 

monopolizing the said commerce. 

To establish this charge it was averred 
that John D. and William Rockefeller 
and several other named individuals, who, 
prior to 1870, composed three separate 
partnerships engaged in the business of 
refining crude oil and shiping its products 
in inter-State commerce, organized in the 
year 1879, a corporation known as the 
Standard Oil Company of Ohio, and trans- 
ferred to that company the business of 
the said partnerships, the members there- 
of becoming, in proportion to their prior 
ownership, stockholders in the corpora- 
tion. 

It was asserted that the other individual 
defendants soon afterward became par- 


roration or to individuals to be held for 
the benefit of all parties in interest in 
proportion.to their respective interests in 
the combination; that is in proportion to 
their stock ownership in the Standard 
Oil’'Company of Ohio. By the means thus 
stated it was charged that by the year 
1872 the combiriation had acquired sub- 
stantially “all but three or four of the 
thirty-five or forty oil refineries located 
in Cleveland. 
Extension of the Combination. 


By reason of the power thus obtained 
and in further execution of the intent and 
purpose to restrain trade and to monopo- 
lize the commerce; inter-State as well as 
intra-State, in petroleum and its prod- 
ucts, the bill alleged that the combina- 
tion and its members obtained large pref- 
erential rates and rebates+in many and 
devious ways over their competitors from 
various railroad companies, and that by 
means of the advantage thus obtained 
many, if not virtually all, competitors 
were forced either to become members of 
the combination or were driven out of 
business, and thus, “It was alleged, during 
‘the period* in ‘question« the following re- 
sults were’ ‘brougist about:

It was made in 
January, 1882. By its terms the stock of 
forty corporations, including the Standard 
Oil Company of Ohio, and a large quan~-

previously acquired by the alleged com- 
bination and which was held in diverse 
forms, as we have previously indicate4, 
for the benefit of the members of the 
combination, was vested in the Trustees 
and their successors, “to be held for all 
parties in interest jointly.” In the body 
of the trust agreement was. contained a 
list of the various individuals and corpo- 
rations and lmited partnerships whose 
stockholders} and members or a portion 
thereof became parties to the agreement, 
This list is in the margin.

The agreement made provision for the 
method of controlling and managing the 
property by the Trustees, for the forma- 
tion of a*iditional manufaéturing, &c., 
corporations in various States, and the 
trust, unless terminated by a mode speci- 
fied, was to continue “during the lives 
of the survivors and survivor of the 
Trustees. named in the agreement, and 
for twenty-one years thereafter.” 

The agreement provided for the issue 
of Standard Oil trust crtificates, to rep- 
resent the interests arising under the 
trust in the properties affected by the

Resort to a Holding Concern, 


The result of. these proceedings, the bill 
charged, caused a resort to the alleged 
wrongful acts asserted to have been com- 
mitted ‘during the third period as follows:

First Section of Law Interpreted. 

As to the first section, the words to be 
interpreted are: “Every contract, com- 
bination in the form of trust or other 
wise, or conspiracy in restraint of trade 
or commerce, is hereby declared to be 
fllegal.” As there is no room for dispute 
tha 
late a rule for the regulation of inter- 
State and foreign commerce, the question 
is, what was the rule which it adopted? 

Yn view of the common law 2nd. the 
law in this country as to restraint of 
trade, which we have reviewed, and the 
flluminating effect which that history 
must have under the rule to which we 
have referred, we-think it results: 

‘A. That the context manifests that the 
statute was drawn in the light of the ex-

The dread of monopoly as an emanation

By reference to the 
terms of: Section 8 it is certain that the 
word person clearly implies a corpore- 
tion as well as an individual. 

The commerce referred to by the words 
- art,”” construed in the light of the 
manifest purpose of the statute, has both 
@ geographical and a distributive sig- 
nificance—that is, it includes any portion 
of the United States and any one of the 
classes of things forming a part of inter- 
State or foreign commerce. 

Undoubtedly, the words "to monopo- 
lize’ and “ monopolize” as used in the 
section reach every act brin ing about the 
prohibited results, The emmbigu ty, {i any, 
8 involved in determining what is in- 
tended by. monopolize. . But this ambigu- 
ity is readily dispelled in the light of the 
previous history of the law of restraint of 
trade to which we have referred and the 
indication which it gives of the practical 
evolution by which monopoly and the 
acts which producé the same result as 
monopoly, that is, an undue restraint of 
the course of all came to be spoken 
of as, and to beindeed onymous with, 
restraint of trade. In other words, hav-

Government's View Too Harsh. - 


Secend, the contentions of the parties 
as to the meaning of the statute and: the 
decisions of this court relied upon. con- 
cerning those contentions. 

In stbstar.ce the propositions urged by 
the Government are reducible to this: 
That the’ language of the statute em- 
breces every contract, combination, &c., 


in restraint of trade, and hence its text 
leaves no room for the exercise. of judg~ 
nent, but siniply imposes the pia duty 
of epplying its prohibitions to» case 
within its literal langugge. The error in- 
velved-is in rg re he matter ,to be 
decided,. This is true because—as the act 
which may come under the classes stated 
in the first section and the restraint o 
trade to which that section applies are 
not specifically enumerated or ye 
obvious that jud&menf>must e 

case be called into play fh order to de- 
termine whether a particular act is em- 
braced within the statutory classes, and 
whether if the act is within such classes 
its nature or effect causes it to be a re- 
eermint of trade within the intendment of 

© act. 

To hold to the contrary would require 
the conclusion either that every contract, 
act, gr combination of any kind or nature, 
whether it operated as a restraint of trade 
or not, was within the statute, and thus 
the statute would be destructive of all 
tight to contract or agree or combine in 
any spapert whatever as to eubjects em- 
braced in inter-State trade or commerce; 
or if this conclusion were not reached, 
then the contention would require it to 
be held that as the statute did not define 
the things to which it related and excluded 
resort to the only means by. which the 
acts to which it relates could be ascer- 
tained—the light of reason—the enforos- 
ment of the statute was impossible be- 
cause of its uncertainty. 

The merely generic enumeration which 
the statute makes of the acts to which it 
refers and the absence of vy 4 definition 
of restraint of trade as used in the stat- 
ute leaves room for but one conclusio 
which is that it was expressly 4 
not to unduly limit the application of the 
act by precise definition, but while clear- 
ly fixing a standard, that is, but defining 
the ulterior boundaries which could not 
transgressed with impunity, to leave it 
to be determined by the light of reason, 
spies by the principles of law and the 

uty to apply and enforce the public pol- 
icy embodied in the statute, in every 
given case whether any particular act or 

ntract was within the contemplation of 
the statute. 


Previous Decisions Explained. 


But, it is said, persuasive as these 
views may be, they may not be here ap- 
plied, because the previous decisions of 
this court have kiven to the statute a 
meaning which expressly excludes the 
construction which must result from the 
Teasoning stated. The cases are United 


States vs. Freight Association, 166 U. & 
200, and Unit States vs. Joint Traffic 
Association, 171 U. 8. 505. 

Both the cases involved the legality of 
combinations or associations of railroads 
engaged in inter-State commerce for thé 
purpose of controlling the conduct of the 
parties to the association or combination 
in many particulars. The association or 
eombination was assailed in each cage as 
being in violation of the statute. It was 
held that they were. It is undoubted 
that in the opinion in each case. general 
language was made use of which wheu 
separated from its context would justify 
the conclusion that it was decided that 
reason could not be resorted to for the 
} Purpose of determining whether the acts 
complained of were within the statute. 
It is, however, also true that the nature 
and character*of the contract or agree- 
ment in each case was fully referred to 
and suggestions as to their unreasonable- 
ness pointed out in order to indicate that 
they were within the prohibitions of the 
Statute. As the cases cannot by any Ree: 
sible conception be treated as autho! - 
tive without the certitude that. reason 
was resorted to for the purpose of decid- 
ing them, it follows,as a matter of course 
that it must: have been held by the ht 
of reason, sincé the conclusion could t 
have been otherwise reached, that the as- 
sailed contracts or agreements were with- 
in the general enumeration of the statut 
and that their operation and effec 
brought-about the restraint of trade which 
the statute prohibited. 

This being inevitable, the deduction can 
in reason only be this: That in the cares 
relied upon, it having been found that the 
acts complained of were within the statute 
and operated to produce the injuries 
which the statute forbade, that resort to 
reason was not permissible In order to al- 
low that to be done which the statute 
prohibited. This being true, the rulings 
in the cases relied upon when rightly ap- 
preciated were therefore this and nothing 
more: That as considering the contracts 
or agreements, their necessary effect and 
the character of the parties by whom 
they were made, they could not taken 
out of that category by indulging in gen- 
eral reasoning as to the expediency or 
non-expediency of having made the con- 
tracts or the wisdom or want of wisdom 
of the satute which prohibited their being 


ade. 

That is to Say, the cases but decided 
that the nature and character of the 
contracts, creating as they did a conclu- 
sive presumption which brought them 
within the statute, such result was not 
to be disregarded by the substitution of 
a judicial appreciation of what the law 
ought to be forthe plain judicial duty 
of enforcing the law as it was made, 


Not Applied te All Contracts. 


But aSide from reasoning it Is true to 
Say that the cases relieéd!upon do not) 
when rightly construed, sustain the doc- 
trine contended for. It is established by 
all of the numerous .décisions. of this 


court which have applied and-,enforced 
the anti-trust. act, since they all mm 
the very nature of things rest upon the 
premise that reason was the guide by 
iwhich the prpvisions of the act were in 
every case interpreted. Indeed, interme- 
diate the decision of the two cases—that 
is, after the decision in the freight a8- 
sociation caso and before the decision 
in the joint traffic case, the case of Ho 
kins vs. United States, 171 U. 8. 57 
was decided, the opinion being delivered 
by Mr. Justice Peckham, who wrote both 
the opinions in the freight association 
and {i the joint traffic cases. And, re- 
ferring in the Hopkins cage to the broad 
claim made as to the rule of interpreta- 
tion announced in the freight tion 
case, it was said: 
To treat as confemned by the. act. ali 
agreements under which, as a result, the 
cost of conducting an inter-State commer- 
cial business may be increaged would en- 
large the application of the act far beyond 
the fair mbaning of the tenquene used. 

There must be some direct a immediate 

effect upon inter-State commere in order 

to come within the act. 

And in the joint traffic case this State- 
ment was expressly réiterated ‘and’ a 
proved and illustrated by example. Like

Wollman’s View of the Decision.

KIEFF, May 15.—The ability of the 
authorities to.preserve public order yes- 
terday, the date ‘reported to have been 
set for a massacre of Jews, has had a 
reassuring effect upon the Jewish popu- 
lation. Nevertheless, the exodus of the 
more wealthy Jews continues, and the 
panic will not subside completely until 
the circumstances of the alleged “* ritual 
murder" have been explained and the 
responsibility for the crime fixed. 

On Feb. 28 the body of a boy named 
Yushchinsky was found, horribly muti- 
lated, in a cave close by ithe Jewish-quar- 
ter in this eity.. The lad was 13 years 
of age, a Christian, and a student at the 
local Orthodox Seminaty. Cértain cir- 
cumstances of the killing, “linked with the 
inability of the authorities to detect the 
murderers, resulted in the charge by their 
enemies that Jews had made the youth 
the victim of a “ritual murder.” _

END FIRST VETO BILL FIGHT.

“Thisaction was initiated,” sald the 
Superintendent in a statement, “ by the 
arrest and arraignment of one F. G. Mac- 
Pherson of Asbury Park, N. J., who is 
acting as agent and collector of the Ex- 
celsior Béneficial Association of New Jer- 
sey, which, it- seems, is transacting in- 
surance business. in this. State. without 
authority. The defendant waived exami- 
nation and was held in bail for Special 
Sessions. : 

“ Complaint was recently made to the 
Insurancé Department by Jamés W. Reid, 
@ negro, who alleged that this associa- 
tlon’ had issued a” certificate to him, 
agreeing to pay certain benefits in the 
event of sickness, and ypon filing a claim 
he had been refused such benefit on a 
technicality. 

“Upon investigation it was found that 
this association was ‘not lisensed to do 
insurance business in New York. As such 
complaints. are frequently made against 
certain assessment insurance societies 
and other companies, especially those en- 
gaged in insuring the lives and health of 
certain. classes of citizens, particularly 
colored people of this city, and upon in- 
vestigation it is generally found that 
such societies or thelr agents are oper-

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NOT A REVOLUTIONARY STATUTE. 


Those who through the long mionths, 
. while awaiting with dread the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the Standard 
Qii and the Tobacco cases, have com- 
forted themselves with the assurance 
that, whatever the court might say, its 
decision would not destroy property, 
would not take away propefty, it would 
only change the form of the certificate 
or title under which property was held, 
have been justified in their optimism. 
The Sherman act of 1890, as now defin- 
itively interpreted by the court, does 
not destroy property, does not take 
away any property right, lawfully en- 
joyed prior to the enactment of that 
statute. ‘ 

It is conceded everywhere, and by all 
men, that the owner of property has a 
Tight to its beneficial use. One of the 
beneficial and lawful uses of property 
in the past has been that of combining 
or consolidating it with other property 
of like nature, to the end that the own- 
ers ‘by a union of capital, -of effort, of 
administrative skill, and by the econo- 
mies of large-scale management, might 
greatly stimulate production and pro- 
vide for a cheaper and wider distribu- 
tion of commodities, thus rendering a 
better. service to the community whilé 
reaping for themselves the benefits of 
larger production and increased earn- 
ing power. By the exercise of this 
right or privilege ‘the greatest indus- 
tries of this country have been built up, 
the National wealth has been enor- 
mously augmented, ana the prosperity 
of the people promoted. Nearly a cent- 
ury and a quarter ago “ the people of 
the United States, in. erder to form a 
more «perfect union, establish justice, 
insure domestic tranquillity, provide 
for the common defense, promiote the 
common welfare,” brought together 
‘thirteen States into a union ‘under the 
Constitution.

To that\wiew the court 
now reverts. It was in the light of 
well-settled principles of the common 
law under which many contracts tech- 
nically restfaining trade were not pro- 
hibited, though they have been held 
unlawful under the earlier interpreta- 
tion of the Sherman act, that Congress 
put ‘this law on the statute books. 
The intent of the legislators has been 
frequently declared and expounded by 
the responsible authors of the act.

Persons who,. by contracts or com- 
binations, or by the establishment of 
onopolies, shall in future at- 
tempt to on ‘their business in a 
manner unreasonably restraining trade 
and restricting free competition, will 
continue to he subject to indictment 
and prosecution under the Sherman act. 
The legitimate. business of the country, 
which has so long trembled undér the 
prohibitions erroneously attributed to 
it, will not-now stand in fear of its 
provisions. The decision of the court 
and Justice Wurrk’s illuminating opin- 
fon have freed the commerce of the 
country from the terror that has so 
long paralyzed its energies.

LUCKY MR. GOMPERS. 

Mr. GomuPrrs ‘and-the other chief 
officials of the American Federation of 
Labor will not have to go to jail for con- 
tempt of court. The court from which 
there is no appeal has decided, not that 
they were not in contempt of the Dis- 
trict Court, nor that their acts were 
right, but that the sentence was wrong 
as regards its criminal character. The 

is remanded for correction of the 
sentence in this respect, and the way is 
opened “ for civil proceedings to be in- 
stituted against the labor men by the 
Bucks Stove and Range Company, at 
whose instance the original contempt 
case was brought.” 

Mr. Gompzrs and his associates must 
be hard to suit if this is not satis- 
factory to them. Ceftainly they cannot 
claim that they are victims of a fossil- 
ized judiciary. ' 

The language of the opinion does not 
leave room for the inference that the 
Federation is at liberty to boycott at 
will, In this aspect the public is to be 
congratulated ag much as the acquitted 
Federationists, The . disappointing 
feature of the case is that’ this is prob- 
ably the last of it. The fine is unlikely

It 
also aims, we infer, to guard the mor- 
als and cultivate the artistic taste of its 
members. A committee will attend all 
first performances. Bulletins commend- 
ing plays the committee deems worthy 
of commendation will be sént to all 
Members the next day. Plays consid- 
ered unworthy will be ignored. Doubt- 
less this method would save the League 
from prosecution under any existing 
conspiracy laws, if there were any like- 
lihood of such prosecution. The mem- 
bers of the committee will have a cer- 
tain professional importance. The press 
agents will keep their eyes on them, we 
may be sure, and extend little civilities 
and courtesies that the common peo- 
ple who go to the theatre just to see 
the play, and unburdened with a mis- 
sion, will miss. 

The idea is not bad, but it will he 
difficult to carry it out effectively, An 
unofficial censorship will be estab- 
lished which might.in time govern the 
theatregoing of a multitude of persons 
not enrolled in the League. The com- 
mittee, of course, will be impeccable, 
Incapable of errors of taste, and its 
members will always be able to judge 
discreetly and fairly, unaffected by 
the condition of their livers and the 
weather. That much is expected of 
professional dramatic critics, and these 
censors must come up to the standard. 
The theatres gain from all discussions 
of their wares, so the managers will 
not object to the Drama League On 
the other hand, the great mass of play- 
goers will continue to support such 
plays and shows as they now support, 
and pay no heed to the voice of cen- 
sorship.

That, if not without precedent, has cer- 
tainly been of extremely rare occurrence, 
the rarity being due to the fact that mad- 
men are usually as competent as any- 
body else to see the signs of madness In 
others. The man who thinks himself 
Queen VICTORIA can see perfectly well 
that the woman who claims to be Jurius 
CapsaR is suffering from a delusion, 
the result of.a disordered mind, and he 
is no more likely to join her in avenging 
slights to their like pretensions than he 
would be if he had no delusion of his own. 

It is this, and this alone, that enables 
a single or a few keepers to maintain 
something like order in a ward contain- 
ing a score or more of potentially violent 
lunatics, for each of these patients is to 
some degree a guard against all the 
others, and in case of an assault by one 
of their number, the reat can usually be 
trusted either to remain indifferent to 
what is going on or to help in subduing 
the assailant, Yet the. Commissioners 
say that several of the insane criminals 
in Matteawan had Seen supplied with 
rude daggers by one of their number, 
who had somehow got possession of a 
piztol and cartridges, and that only the 
tirrely discovery of what they were plot- 
ting prevented a combined attack on the 
Stiperintendent and the first assistant 
physician.

Ex-President of Nicaragua Dies jin 
Mexico City—His Career.

MEXICO CITY, May 15.—Dr. José 
Madriz, ex-President of Nicaragua, and 


since December a refugee here, Cied this 
morning of Bright’s disease... It is a 
coincidence that José Estrada, who 
drove Madriz out, is expected heré in a 
few days, himself a refugee. Since 
leaving Dr. Madriz had re- 
fused “to diseuss politics.

The net 
result of these increased exports and de- 
creased imports was a credit trade bal- 
ance for the month of $87,876,000, com- 
pared with an excess of imports in April 
& year ago amounting to $858,000. The 
large ‘excess of exports is. particularly 
gratifying in view of the fact that only 
a moderately good showing was made in 
the earlier report of April agricultural 
exports. The’ excess of exports for the 
ten months has now been brought up-to 
$478,800,000,: which is -the largest<for th 
period--reported since 1908, and with that 
exception the. largest. since 1901.

FINDS PARK SOIL ALL RIGHT. 


Plowing, Seeding, Sodding, and Care 
Only Needed, Says Investigator. 


Gustavus A. Maynadiler of Washington, 
who ‘has been examining the condition of 
Central Park, tiag made a fifty-page re- 
poft, in which he maintains that all that 
is meeded to restore the park is care, 
plowing in. some places, reseeding, and 
resodding. He is against extensive re- 
solling, and emphasizes the need of weed- 
In this connection he points out 
that if the recommendations made in 1902 
by Samuel Parsons, Jr., recently dis- 
as landscape architect, had been 
catried out, the grass would not have 
been Hed and conditions now would 
aoe béen different. 

Maynadier was invited here two 
months ago by Commissioner Stover, 
after a committee of the Parks and Play- 

oOunds Association, of which Gutzon 

lum was Chairman, had recommend- 
ed that extensive resoiling was necessary. 
They had arrived at their conclusion 
after an elaborate examination of the 
soil from all parts of the Park, and sam- 
pies had been sent for analysis to the 

‘ureau of Soils at bey em gy 

The soil is as good as any in New York 
State, and in some cases is better, Mr. 
Maynadier reports. Cultural improve- 
ment, turning over the soil, resoiling, and 
reseeding alone are necessary. There is 
plenty of the necessary organic and ani- 
mal substances and plant food. The worst 
place in Central Park, he declares, has 
good soil. 

The park has suffered in the past, he 
finds,’ from lack of police protection for 
the soll, plants, grass, and shrubs. Weéds 
have not been killed as they should be 
and as Mr. Parsons and others recom- 
mended in 1902, he said. 


VIOLATED PURE FOOD LAW. 


One of Armour’s Managers Fined $250 
Egg Dealer Convicted.

Pany appeared at the bottom of the ad- 
vertisement. 

The purchase of Van Gelder, however, 
bears an earlier date. The complaint 
recites that in April, 1910, Volkenstein 
was Vice President of the British Colum- 
bia Company and Conklin was its As- 
sistant Secretary. It then charges: 


Names Used to Sell Stock. 


“In the months of March and April, 
1910, the defendants, at the City of New 
York, did unlawfully conspire together 
for the purpose of defrauding Michael 
Van Gelder and of inducing him by false 


and fraudulent statements and represen- 
tations to subscribe for and purchase 
8,000 shares of the stock of the de- 
fendant co ration.”

Other Representations Discredited. 


In addition to the representations con- 
eerning the Directors’ purchases of stock 
Volkenstein stated, as the complaint re- 
lates, that the company had large sums 
of money on hand to pay for surveys 
along the line covered by ite charter, from 
a place called Lytton in British Colum- 
bia, on the Ifne of the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad, to a point called. Fort George 
on the lines of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
and thence to Dawson in the Yukon re- 
gion; that the Canadian subsidy had 
granted to the railroad valuable lands 
and a subsidy of $6,400 a mile on a con- 
struction basis of $25,000 a mile; that 
the company had sold no shares except 
for cash to its Directors; that it was pro- 
posed to issue 10,000 more shares at $10 
a share, which stock would shortly be 
worth at least $50 a share. 

Besides these glowing
